Upland’s fine police force is 
equipped with arms and ammu- 
nition. Likewise, the volunteer 
policemen are equipped and 
ready to use their guns in pro- 
tecting us in case of an emer- 
gency. 
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Are they good marksmen? We 
hope so and so do they. But who 
knows? 


Some of them have not shot a 
firearm for many months, even 
though they may be called upon 
to do so at any moment. 


Upland is without any practice 
range—and that is a fact that 
should be of concern to everyone 
who hopes to have any protection 
from our policemen. 


Land for practice firing range 
has been leased near the fire- 
men’s cabin on East Sixteenth 
street. About $800 is left from 
an allotment of $1,000 by the city. 
This grant was made months 
ago. It will take more than 
$3,000 to complete the project. 


Upland volunteer policemen 
and the regular officers are very 
anxious to have the range. They 
ask “Where is the additional 
money coming from? Who is go- 
ing to actually do the work?” 


Escrow proceedings are under 
way today involving 38 acres of 
grape land at Grove avenue and 
Eighth street and if the transac- 
tion is completed, the property 
will be the site of 150 new resi- 
dences.

Before the final escrow proceed- 
ings are completed, the develop- 
ers will submit their residential 
dlans to the county planning com- 
nission and other agencies for ap- 
proval.

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NOG MORE TELEPHONES UNTIL 1956 


It is not a very pleasant outlook for the community with 
no additional telephones available until 1956. 

Upland office of the General Telephone Co. has reached 
its capacity. This means that new houses and new business 
places in Upland, Alta Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda will 
not be able to get telephones. 

One slight possibility for a few new phones exists if the 
,company engineers can make some temporary arrange- 
, ments within the East Ninth street building. Otherwise, there 
is a “black out’ on additional telephones until the. long-dis- 
cussed building on West Foothill boulevard is in operation. 

Some one figured the company has been delayed 
five months in its building program due to regulations and 
routine in the city hall. Without discounting the fact that 
regulations are high and the routine is cumberson, ALL res- 
ponsibility for the delay should not be placed upon the city. 
The company engineers knew the site they first chose was not 
in the commercial zone. It took the regularly scheduled 
hearings for the zone change application to get approval for 
a break away from the established zone pattern. 

The fact remains the company could have picked a site 
, anytime it chose within the business zone. If it had to be 
near Euclid avenue and on Foothill boulevard, there is plenty 
of frontage east of Euclid, where no zone change is necessary. 

The situation, nevertheless, points to the necessity of the 
city officials doing everything possible to get action. Whether 
an application concerns a multi-million dollar building or a 
$100 building, action should be the rule, not delay. 

In general, Upland has an excellent municipal govern- 
ment—up to the point where some property owner wants to 
do something not quite in accordance with the established 
pattern. Then it takes far too long for action. Our “estab- 
lished pattern” is always subject to change. Thus, the tele- 
phone company finally got a change to permit its building. 

And now all of you without telephones will wait until 1956 
before you can get one—because of various reasons, includ- 
ing the routine in the city hall. 

Many more applications for changes will be filed in the 
city hall. We should take a good lesson from the experience 
with the telephone company. 

We are confident the red tape can be cut shorter and the 
routine speeded up.

Working On Trans-Andian Highway 


SETTING READY FOR NEW THOUsANps Duce Boshart Finds Life In Jungle 
Of Peru Fascinating Experience 


What's going to happen in the area orth of the Ramona 
freeway may not meet with wholehearted approval. 

Population is going to b@come much more dense within 
Upland and throughout the outlying communities of Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda. Some people are. thrill- 
ed in anticipation. Others would like to stop the population 
influx. 

Whether we like it or not, the population increase is inev- 
itable. 

Millions more people are. headed for Southern California 
and the real population boost in this area will come soon 
after the full completion of the Ramona freeway into Los An- 
geles. In recent years we have had only a taste of what we 
can expect by 1960. 

The question is not “how can we get more people here?” 
Rather it is: ‘How can we take care of them after they are 
here?” 

We will need more schools, more water mains, more sew- 
erage distribution lines—and more of everything else. We 
have been impressed with the foresight of the school admin- 
istrators at Chaffey, in Upland and in the outlying commun- 
ities, in planning for the future. Upland city administration 
has also been aware of the changes ahead, but it is unlikely 
any of us have planned big enough. It is likely every public 
service will be taxed far beyond its capacity. Members of 
every public board will be faced with perplexing problems 
in handling the population influx. And the financial burden 
of providing for all the public services will be heavy on own- 
ers of real property. 

It may be timely to ask: “What kind of a city do we want? 
A so-called ‘bedroom’ community er a well-rounded com- 
munity of homes, citrus groves and industry?” 

If we are going to have much indusrty within the ‘city 
limits, we must either extend the city limits further east or 
make attractive many more industrial sites within our pre- 
sent city limits. 

Industry is a provider not only of pay rolls -but also of a 
base for taxation. Upland’s choice residential land will be 
sought for home sites. More residences mean more new 
schools, which take a huge sum of money. Without more in- 
dustry for a tax base, the burden of a new population will 
be excessive on residential and citrus property. 

We believe one of the essentials in planning for the popu- 
lation increase about which we have been forewarned, is to 
make, adequate provision for industrial sites. 





This is not a discussion of growth vs. a status quo. For 
years, Upland has been regarded as a very conservative, 
slow-growing community, but conditions are such now that a 
tremendous increase in population. here is inevitable. We 
are aware af the fact that many people chose to live in Up- 
land because of the very desirable location, better environ- 
ment, the higher restrictions for residential development, and 
for other reasons. 

The time is past, however, when anything can be done 
about retarding the population growth of the future. (Even 
though some people might wish to.) As long as California 
weather appeals to the millions across the nation, there is 
going to be a parade of new residents. Much of Los Angeles 
county is densely occupied and the newcomers of the future 
will, of necessity, reside elsewhere. 

The. area from here to Etiwanda avenue is the bright spot 
of the inland district. More than 100 Upland acres, most 
or them north of Foothill boulevard, are being prepared for 
subdivisions now. Many more acres are under consideration. 
One local agent has been authorized to obtain options on 
1,000 acres in the Cucamonga-Alta Loma district. Every day, 
there are new indications pointing to a population influx. 

Many owners of land welcome the opportunity to turn 
their “marginal” citrus and grape-growing acres into cash. 

Most observers forecast that soon after the Ramona free- 
way is completed between here and Los Angeles, a new era 
will be under way. 

And so ... whether we like it or not... we can expect 
thousands more people north of the freeway by 1960. 


We should get ready for the new era by planning for the 
best possible community. In general, reasonably high resi- 
dential restrictions should prevail within the city. At the 
same time, provision should be made for a balanced economy 


by providing further industrial sites and by making utilities 
available to those sites. . 


Serious study should be given to extending Upland city ~ 


limits east to include more land suitable for industries.
